HONG KONG. M arch 11 (JP) — 
S hih Liang, Red China's female 
m inister of justice, has ordered her 
Com m unist courts to slam the gates 
of m ercy on everyone even suspect­ 
ed of opposing the Peiping regime. 
T he courts have been too soft on 
anti-R eds, she said. Now they are to 
atop being lenient and let the heads 
roll. 
Shih drove home her “get tough­ 
e r” orders in a long interpretation 
of Peiping’s new code of penalties 
for “crim es” against the state. De­ 
tails of her views have just been re­ 
ceived in this British colony on the 
edge of Red China. 
May Be Retroactive 
Shih made it quite clear th at the 
courts can now order a prisoner shot 
for his “intentions," leaving it en­ 
tirely up to the courts what the in ­ 
tentions may have been. 
In placing her stam p of legality 
on the purge now going on in China, 
the m inister warned th a t the new 
laws may be retroactive. 
“W here errors have been made in 
the past, it behooves us to review 
he case x x x and arrive a t a new 
correct sentence in accordance with 
the new regulations.” she said.

BELGRADE, March ll 
(JP) — 
Premier Marshal Tito warned Rus­ 
sia and the Soviet satellites today 
that Yugoslavs stand ready to spill 
their blood to defend their inde­ 
pendence and freedom. 
He also 
made a sneering reference to Prime 
Minister Stalin—by name. 
Dapper in a dark, doublebreasted 
civilian suit, Tito spoke before an 
audience of 
approximately 1,000 
veterans who participated in World 
War II’s underground fight. 
The 
speech was punctuated by applause. 
For the first time, with Slavic 
scorn, he jibed at Stalin himself. 
Tito said he had come to the rally 
suffering from an attack of influ­ 
enza which recently laid low For­ 
eign Minister Edvard Kardelj. 
Yugoslavia’s chief, who has taken 
over the Foreign Minister’s duties, 
said the Soviet-led Cominform had 
interpreted Kardelj’s absence as a 
sign that Yugoslavia was going over 
to the “imperialistic camp.” 
“That’s why I am here,” he said 
with a grin. “It’s different in the 
•astern countries. If Stalin sneezes, 
that is considered a contribution to 
the science of Marxism-Leninism.”

RFC: " Royal Fruit Cake " 


The Senate Banking Subcommittee’s probe of 
“Influence” in Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
loans has brought out new demands for reorganizing 
or completely liquidating that agency. Sen. Kem <R., 
Mo.) introduced on March 5 a joint resolution for 
“termination of the powers and succession” of the 
RFC. Calling the agency “this royal fruit cake,” Kem 
said a fundamental principle of American constitu­ 
tional government is that “control of the federal 
purse strings should remain firmly in the hands of 
the elected representatives of the people in the Con­ 
gress.” 
President Truman last year proposed to transfer 
✓ the RFC to the Commerce Department, but the Senate 
vetoed the plan. At the same time Congress allowed 
a second Presidential plan, to shift the Federal Mort­ 
gage Association away from RFC to the Housing and 
Home Finance Agency, to go into effect. A new presi­ 
dential reorganization plan now awaiting action by 
Congress would put the RFC under a single admin­ 
istrator. 
The lending authority of the RFC was extended 
to June 30, 1954, with two additional years for liquida­ 
tion, by a bill approved May 25, 1948. Congress at that 
time placed a top limit of $1.5 billion on outstanding 
RFC loans and investments at any one time. 
Under earlier statutes the RFC would have ex­ 
pired on June 30. 1947. On that day President Truman 
signed a bill giving the agency a one-year extension 
of life, but ordering the rapid liquidation of its out­ 
standing loans and security holdings and limiting 
new business to a total of $2 billion. The legislation 
provided also that no new loans could be made to 
foreign governments, to states, or on real estate. 
The RFC was originally established by Congress 
in 1932 to meet financial emergencies of that period. 
In May 1946 President Truman said it would probably 
continue as a “more or less permanent agency.” 
In March 1949 the Hoover Commission on Or­ 
ganization of the Executive Branch of the Govern­ 
ment recommended that the RFC. described as “ac­ 
countable to nobody,” be shifted to the Treasury 
Department. The Commission’s final report, made on 
April 1, 1949, “strongly” recommended liquidation of 
the RFC and its replacement by “guarantees by the 
government operating through the. Federal Reserve 
banks of loans to be made by commercial banks.” 
Three commissioners, among them Secretary of State 
Acheson, dissented. 
Founded at the request of President Hoover, the 
RFC’s original function was to shore up banks, rail­ 
roads, other institutions which needed new capital to 
weather the economic collapse of 1929-33. Even ad­ 
vances to states for relief purposes were made as 
loans. Under President Roosevelt the agency was 
given a more direct relief role. As R. W. Robey re­ 
ported in the Washington Post in December 1933: 
"Through pouring funds into the economic organiza­ 
tion at any legal available point, it has become a 
positive inflationary force.” 
In World War II the RFC loaned almost entirely 
to Allied governments and to defense industries. Under 
President Truman It has become concerned largely 
with small business. It now says that during the 
course of its operations, 90 per cent of RFC loans 
have been to small business (loans of less than $100,- 
000 >, about 51 per cent to companies wanting to bor­ 
row’ less than $25,000. 
In the last six months of 1950, of 1.579 business 
loans extended by the RFC. 1414 were for less than 
$100,000. More than half that total <841) were for 
$25,000 or less. Dollar-wise, however, big business loans 
predominated. Of the total of $140,987,000 lent to 
business, only $40,011,000 was accounted for by loans 
of $100,000 or less. 


Russia Still Imperialistic 
A radio “forum” recently asked its listeners what 
headliife they would most like to read in the next 
day’s newspaper. A sizable number said something 
like this: “Russians Revolt—Overthrow Communism.” 
Many observers are convinced that a majority 
of the people of Russia would vote against commun­ 
ism in a free election. Nowhere in the world where 
the voting Is by genuinely secret ballot has commun­ 
ism ever won a majority. 
But the men in the Kremlin know that, and they 
have gone to extremes in eliminating any chance of a 
successful uprising by force of arms. In a major war 
fought outside their own borders, they might have a 
powerful underground movement to cope with, but 
that’s the maximum that could be expected. 
But if this imaginary headline did appear In to­ 
morrow's newspapers, what would it portend? Russia 
might no longer be Communist, but that land would 
still be Russia. Russia before 1917 was an imperialist 
country, just as it is today. 
Russia has alwTays been interested in controlling 
the Balkans, the Dardanelles, Manchuria. She has 
always shown concern about Korea, China, Japan. 
She has habitually been suspicious and uncooperative. 
Ambassador Bedell Smith, in Moscow after the 
•war, found himself facing the same bad manners and 
conspiratorial unpleasantness reported by Neill S. 
Brown as minister to Russia in the 1850s. 
So it is safe to predict that if communism were 
overthrown for good in Russia, the U. S. would still 
have trouble with Russian imperialism. The task of 
containing Russia might be made easier if the Kremlin 
lost the support of Communist traitors in Washing­ 
ton, but the land of the steppes would still be a tough 
nut to crack. It is dangerous oversimplification to re­ 
gard communism alone as the enemy. 


The Great Deterrent 
The declaration by Dr. Vannevar Bush that the 
atomic bomb could destroy Russia is the most em­ 
phatic statement on the subject which has come from 
any qualified American. And Dr. Bush does speak with 
authority. During World War II he was director of 
the Office of Scientific Research and Development and 
as such was the leader of the 30,000 scientists whose 
coordinated work resulted in giving America this new 
military weapon. 
From the standpoint of America’# and Europe’s 
security it was heartening to have Dr. Bush speak as 
he did. But he also pointed out that the condition 
which now gives this country so great an advantage 
over the potential enemy could not be depended upon 
to keep the peace indefinitely. Nor Is it of itself the 
complete safeguard. 
The possibility always exists that the Soviet Union 
will learn all the secrets of atomic energy and be able 
to give them practical application. 


The United States has sent an ambassador to the 
court of Generalissimo Franco in Madrid. The checks 
will be going over later.

Hidden Exercises

HE relationship between exer­ 
cise and obesity is a moot ques­ 
tion. 
Physicians 
in 
general 
agree that weight loss following 
running, 
jumping, 
bending, 
and. 
twisting 
but the 
reduction 
is 
brought about chiefly by sweating. 
Any football or basketball player 
may part with 10 pounds in this 
manner in a vigorous game. 
Exercise requires energy and it is 
conceivable that the individual who 
eats sparingly will lose more weight 
in the circumstances than one who 
consumes enough calories to make 
up—and more—for the energy that 
has been burned. On a low calorie 
diet, 
the 
exerciser 
will 
achieve 
greater success than the nonexer­ 
ciser. 
Does fat accumulate over 
a muscle that is being exercised? 
Tills is a debatable point even tho 
the 
theory is 
advocated 
widely 
among beauty experts who make it 
their business to slenderize hips 
and busts by this means. Some 
claim even better results by com­ 
bining physical exertion with mass­ 
age. The only answer we can give 
is that fat still settles over the 
jaw muscles even tho they are on 
the go in those who eat all the time. 


We do believe, however, that ex­ 
ercising the abdomen, legs, and pel­ 
vic girdle is important in obesity 
because it helps strengten the mus­ 
cles which affect posture. Often 
there is a shift in the distribution of 
fat leading to strain on the back 
and legs along with increasing re­ 
laxation of the muscles of the abdo­ 
men. These conditions can be over­ 
come by keeping the muscles con­ 
cerned as strong as passible thru the 
“daily dozen”. But it is not easy to 
go through a routine of calesthenics 
every morning on getting up. Dis­ 
cipline is required to bend on the 
count of one, touch the toes 
on 
the count of two. and return 
to 
normal at three. This has been la­ 
beled 
humorously, “the 
bedroom 
jerks.” 
More than a decade ago an Eng­ 
lishman described a method of ex­ 
ercising that could be done in work­ 
ing hours with out attracting atten­ 
tion. 
The plan was devised speci­ 
fically for “fatties ’ and the consti­ 
pated. It comprised a type of pro­ 
gressive resistance exercise capable 
of doubling the power of the normal 
muscles within four to six weeks. 


The individual pulls his abdomi­ 
nal wall in and out at least 50 to 
100 times during the day. Meanwhile 
the diaphragm is given a workout 
by breathing five times in a row. 
Each expiration is slightly less than 
the inspiration, so that by the fifth 
inspiration, 
the 
chest 
cage 
is 
expanded and held highly. This 
amounts to taking a deep breath 
and holding it. The pelvic floor is 
exercised by alternately drawing up 
and relaxing the anus. This is im­ 
portant because the pelvic floor 
frequently is weakened in the obese, 
leading to constipation, rectal pro­ 
lapse, 
hemorrhoids, 
and 
urinary 
troubles. The fourth maneuver is 
most difficult to learn. It consists 
of moving the muscles along the 
sides of the abdomen by drawing 
the hip and lower ribs on one side. 
Furthermore, the head and body 
must be kept erect when walking to 
encourage the proper stance. 
Those who advocate these invi­ 
sible exercises recommend that they 
be done while traveling, waiting for 
a bus, or sitting at a desk or 
dinner the table. The secret is to do 
them so often they become habitual.

President Truman's Temperament Is Major Topic Abroad; Hasty Replies To Oral 


Questions Worry Europeans; Impact Of American Ways Noticeable In Greece 


(Ed. Note: Drew Pearson, is on a fly­ 
ing tour of Europe and the Middle 
East, surveying the world situation,* 
ATHENS — The chief subject 
every American is asked about, no 
m atter what country he is travel­ 
ing in, is Harry Truman’s temper­ 
ament. Why, you are asked, does 
your president write so many let­ 
ters? Why does he call people so 
many names? Why does he make 
so many quick statements in press 
conferences? 
Few people in the United States 
realize how widely the President’s 
letter to Paul Hume, Washington 
music critic, was published—from 
London to the smaller cities of the 
Balkans. 
In Turkey some news­ 
papers, having heard that the Pre­ 
sident once hurled an uncomplimen­ 
tary epithet In my direction, got 
mixed up and thought the Hume 
letter had been written to me. 
Leaving personalities s t r i c t l y 
aside, however, the net effect of 
the President’s mercurial disposition 
is to give the rest of the world an 
impression of American unsteadi­ 
ness and a feeling that we are likely 
to fly off halfcocked. This applies to 
press conferences Just as much as 
Presidential letter-writing, as two 
cases will illustrate. 
A couple of weeks ago, Mr. Tru­ 
man was asked at a press confer­ 
ence whether the United Nations 
forces in Korea would cross the 
38th Parallel. He replied that he was 


leaving this entirely up to General 
MacArthur. Now, it so happened 
that this was not true. But true 
or not, nothing he could have said 
could have injured our relations 
more with other UN nations, for 
several reasons. 
First, they feel important politi­ 
cal decisions of this kind involving 
further embrogiio with China and 
Russia are not up to the Ameri­ 
can military commander but to the 
entire UN. Second, both the French 
and the British repeatedly urged, 
requested and begged us not to go 
above the 38th Parallel prior to 
MacArthur’s previous disastrous ad­ 
vance. Third, we are now demand­ 
ing that Europe rearm under an 
American ground commander, an 
American naval commander and air 
commander. 
Unfortunately, 
Mr. 
Trum an’s hasty press conference 
statem ent makes them think twice 
about who would decide political 
matters regarding 
European 
de­ 
fense. 
The other Truman press confer­ 
ence boner was his famous state­ 
ment that we are considering drop­ 
ping the a-bomb on Korea which 
brought British Prime Minister Att­ 
lee hotfooting It to Washington.

What The Russian Said

J i MacArthur’s prediction of a

t stalemate in Korea, and the 
* | news of another heavy Chi­ 
nese offensive, should be read in 
context with the planned indiscre­ 
tions of a Russian diplomat in this 
country. Neither the diplomat in 
question, nor the man he talked to, 
can be identified. But the diplo­ 
m at’s remarks are worth repeating. 
The Russian asserted at the out­ 
set that the only reason the “im­ 
perialist” forces had not been final­ 
ly defeated is that the Chinese do 
not have the necessary airpower 
and other modem weapons. In the 
last war, he said, the Soviet Union 
built a great air force and masses 
of weapons without outside techni­ 
cal assistance, and while the Nazis 
occupied key industrial areas in 
Russia. 
The Chinese had unlimited man­ 
power, and no part of China was 
occupied. Given “technical assist­ 
ance” from the Soviet Union, Chi­ 
nese deficiencies In airpower and 
modern weapons could in time— 
perhaps in a year or so—be reme­ 
died. Then the “imperialists” would 
be driven into the sea. 
* 
Meanwhile, 
the 
diplomat 
said 
flatly, neither the Russians nor the 
Chinese would entertain for an in­ 
stant any proposal for a settlement 
which permitted the Americans to 
remain 
in 
Korea, 
at 
the 
38 th 
Parallel or anywhere else. More­ 
over, if by some chance the “im­ 
perialist” forces again reached the 
Manchurian and Soviet Siberian 
border, or if the Americans attacked 
the Chinese mainland, the Soviet 
Union would be forced to intervene 
openly in the war. 


Base For Interpretation 


These remarks can be best in­ 
terpreted in the light of the Russian 
and Chinese roles in the Korean 
War. In the first place, it is now 
established, from documents cap­ 
tured in North Korea and from 
other evidence, that plans for cap­ 
turing 
South 
Korea 
were 
first 
agreed upon between Mao Tse-tung

and Stalin during Mao’s first mis­ 
sion to Moscow, in December 1949. 
From the first, Mao’s contribution 
was to be in manpower, accordingly, 
the Chinese armies began to con­ 
centrate in Manchuria well in ad­ 
vance of June 25th. The Fifth and 
Sixth North Korean armies, which 
formed the spearhead of the attack, 
were sent across the border. These 
armies were actually composed of 
Chinese nationals of Korean origin, 
who had trained and fought with 
the Chinese Red Army. The Soviet 
contribution consisted of weapons, 
including tanks and aircraft, for 
the Koreans (for which the North 
Korean government was charged 
full value). 
Meanwhile, the Chinese armies 
were kept in reserve in Manchuria, 
in case the plans miscarried. And 
the Kremlin, for its part, promised 
the Chinese to intervene with the 
Soviet Siberian air force if China 
itself were attacked. The plans of 
course did miscarry, and Mao, ful­ 
filling his part of the bargain, sent 
in his best Chinese troops. But it 
is a striking fact that since the 
Chinese intervention, the Chinese 
have been fighting almost bare­ 
handed, with none of the equipment 
which the Russians initially sup­ 
plied to the North Koreans. 
In view of the foregoing, a rea­ 
sonable interpretation of the Rus­ 
sian diplomat’s remarks is about 
as follows: 
Soviet Objectives 
First, it is the primary Soviet 
objective if possible to persuade 
this country and its allies that no 
settlement of the Korean War is 
possible, and that the war is there­ 
fore endless and hopeless. If the 
UN forces now withdraw, the Krem­ 
lin will have enjoyed a marvelously 
cheap victory. 
Yet if the UN forces do not with­ 
draw, and the Chinese are defeated, 
it is a secondary Soviet objective to 
make as certain as possible that the 
UN forces do not take action which 
would make it necessary for Stalin 
to Hbnor his bargain with China, 
and intervene openly. 
Finally, it 
is 
clear that 
the 
Russians are extraordinarily reluc­ 
tant so to strengthen the Chinese

questions at press conferences and 
that it is only a man of extraordi­ 
nary versatility, such as Franklin 
Roosevelt was, who can get away 
with it. Every week, as 200 news­ 
men face the President, they come 
armed with questions which either 
they or their editors have concoct­ 
ed on a score of difficult, sometimes 
intricate, 
problems. 
Some 
are 
friendly, some are cauculated to em­ 
barrass, some merely want informa­ 
tion. Presidents Coolidge and Hoov­ 
er found it wiser to answer these 
only when handed in in writing, in 
advance, and this system of writ­ 
ten questions began through the 
same kind of boner as that which 
Mr. Truman has occasionally been 
guilty of. 
During 
the 
Washington 
Arms 
Conference in 1921 President Hard­ 
ing, who then permitted oral ques­ 
tions, was asked whether the treaty 
banning fortifications applied to 
the Japanese mainland which, of 
course, included Japanese islands. 
He 
replied 
in 
the 
affirmative, 
whereupon the State Department 
had to rewrite the entire treaty to 
clarify this issue. After that Hard­ 
ing permitted only questions in 
writing. 


American Impact On Greece 
You don’t have to read the signs 
at the railroad stations to sense 
the difference between the Com­ 
munist 
and 
capitalist 
countries 
when you pass a border in Europe. 
The minute you get into Greece 
from 
Communist 
Jugoslavia jftu 
can tell the difference in a dozen 
different ways — the availability 
of taxicabs, the speed of doing bu­ 
siness, the vigor of the atmosphere. 
P art of this is due to American 
money 
and 
American 
methods, 
which have had a terrific impact 
on Greece during the last three 
years — Greece now rates as one 
of the most efficient countries in 
Europe. Gen. Reuben Jenkins, a 
former Georgia national guardsman, 
deserves great credit for training 
the Greek army into an aggressive, 
compact fighting force which could 
throw 10 divisions into battle over­ 
night with 10 more divisions avail­ 
able in a week./.. .Greek airways 
now cover the country. Where&s it 
once 
took 
days 
to 
get around 
Greece by boat, airplanes now reach 
almost every corner in a m atter 
of hours. 
Much of this enterprise 
is due to American aid and en­ 
couragement. 
U. 
S. 
Ambassador 
Jack Peurifoy had a lot to do with 
persuading the Greek government to 
open its border to Jugoslavia at 
Salonika, thus permitting Ameri­ 
can food shipments to enter by the 
shortest route. I was on the first 
train from Greece into Jugoslavia 
carrying American food, marking a 
new milestone in Jugoslav-Greek 
friendship. Most people wouldn’t 
realize the significance of this first 
pioneer train unless they remember­ 
ed that, only brief months ago, Ju­ 
goslavia was still the chief source 
of arms for Communist guerrillas 
which had kept Greece in a state 
of bloody revolt for three years. In 
contrast, Jugoslav officials, with 
U. S. Ambassador George Allen, 
came from Belgrade to the Greek 
border to participate in a friendly 
ceremony with Greek officials and 
the U. S. consul at Salonika, Glenn 
Abbey — The greatest contribution 
to people-to-people friendship in 
the Near East over a long period of 
years has been supplied by Roberts 
College in Istanbul and the Ameri­ 
can Farm School in Salonika, un­ 
der Charles House.

The Missing Link 
I 


N ALL THE excitement about 
Europe, with such voluminous 
and expert testimony about how 
many divisions we must send to 
defend the Rhine and other tour­ 
istic rivers, little or nothing is being 
said 
about 
Central 
or 
South 
America. 
It would seem that this is the 
missing link in our policy. These 
two American continents are joined 
together in an association of mutual 
self-interest which makes for a 
natural alliance. Besides, we are, 
with increasing rapidity, recogniz­ 
ing that with the probable excep­ 
tion of diamonds, the American 
continents can provide all essential 
minerals and metals necessary for 
our production and defense. In fact, 
with sensible capital, investments, 
the American continents could sup­ 
ply all the raw materials essential 
to our well-being. 


Yet, so strong is the European 
tradition among us that we 
plunge into constantly more ex­ 
pensive adventures on the con­ 
tinent 
of 
Europe, 
while 
we 
ignore 
altogether 
the 
great 
riches on the American conti­ 
nents. 


Governor Dewey’s metallurgical 
knowledge 
failed 
him 
when 
he 
testified before Senator Connally’s 
committee, for the Governor seems 
to have forgotten the resources and 
reserves of Brazil and Chile in his 
excitement over how many divisions 
General Eisenhower requires, some­ 
thing about which General Eisen­ 
hower has been discreetly silent. 
Herbert Hoover, who has always 
been a mining engineer and a 
metallurgist, who wrote a classical 
textbook on the subject and trans­ 
lated another from the Latin, con­ 
tested Governor Dewey’s worries in 
the following language: 
“I 
presume 
Governor 
Dewey’s 
statem ent was made in reply to one 
of mine, and Governor Dewey limit­ 
ed his statement to continental 
United States. I said that it is 
possible, by proper economic policy, 
to develop all of the necessary and 
critical raw materials in the West­ 
ern Hemisphere. I include the whole 
hemisphere, and not the United 
States alone . . . 


“Now, supplies of many of 
these critical commodities are'a 
matter of price. For instance, if 
there was a sufficient price, and 
I do not think that it is a very 
much larger price, probably five 
eents a pound in the present 
buying power of money, this 
country could produce all of the 
zinc and all the lead, and the 
Western Hemisphere could pro­ 
duce all of the copper that it 
would require. As to uranium 
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supplies they would be more 
costly, if we had to get them out 
of 
the 
Western 
Hemisphere. 
There is also cobalt and chromi­ 
um and there are aluminum 
ores. They are all possible at a 
sufficient price. 
So that the 
argument does not run in full 
It only runs to the expendi­ 
tures.” 


So, I looked up a few facts:

is 
available 
in 
Chile, Bolivia, Peru, Honduras, th 
United States and Mexico. 
Bauxite, from which aluminum is 
made, 
is 
available 
in 
British 
Guiana, Curacao, Jamaica, Surinam 
and the United States. 
Chrome ore is found in the United 
States and Canada, the Philippines 
and Cuba. 
Cobalt ore is found in the United 
States and Canada. 
Copper is found in Chile, Peru 
and Ecuador, the United States, 
Canada and Mexico. 
Lead ore comes from the United 
States, Chile, Bolivia, Peru, Ecuador, 
Canada, Mexico and Newfoundland. 
Manganese is found in the United 
States and Mexico, but more in 
Brazil, Chile and Cuba. 
Petroleum comes from the United 
States, Mexico, Venezuela and Co­ 
lombia. 
Tin ore comes to us in vast 
quantities from Bolivia. There is 
also tin ore in Brazil and 3hile. 
Much is said about the lack of 
tungsten. 
Argentina, Brazil, the 
United States, Canada, Mexico, Bo­ 
livia and Peru supply tungsten. 
Vanadjuin comes from Peru and 
the United States. 
Zinc comes from the Argentine, 
Bolivia, Peru, the United States, 
Canada and Mexico. 


This is neither a complete list 
of metals nor a complete list 
of what is available on the 
American continents. It is a 
sample to cut sharply into the 
argument that these two great 
continents, which for centuries 
have been regarded as nature’s 
treasure house, have suddenly 
become Old Mother Hubbard’s 
cupboard merely to establish a 
political argument. Brazil alone, 
with adequate capital invest­ 
ment and engineering skill, can 
show the politician that it is not 
necessary to kill American boys 
to get metals. 


As for uranium, there is ample 
on the American continent and 
everybody knows it, including Joe 
Stalin—and the Geiger counters are 
chasing each other to find samples. 
If we think of the American 
continents more, and devote our­ 
selves to cultivating the good will of 
our Latin neighbors, we will be 
showing some common sense.

The less the dollar becomes 
worth, the more these reserves will 
be worth. 
With these blessings you surely 
will also want a home. If you have 
none and have the funds, buy one 
now’. When you buy commodities for 
less than they can be produced, or 
buy land for less than it can be 
cleared, or buy a house for less than 
it can be built, all for your own use, 
you are sure to make money. Some 
day people will see the light and 
switch some of their bank accounts, 
which may constantly become of 
less value, into 
good 
land 
and 
houses. Remember there are over 
two hundred billions of dollars al­ 
most idle in bank accounts or dis­ 
posable 
government 
bonds which 
could be spent for better homes. 
What About World War III? 
Only Mr. Stalin knows whether 
World War III will start in 1951. 
His present policy seems to be to 
scare us, with violent propaganda, 
to spend hundreds of billions more 
on armaments and thereby force 
serious 
inflation 
and 
depression 
upon us. Russia may believe that 
the easiest way to beat the capital­ 
istic 
system 
is 
to make it non­ 
prof itable. If so, this surely will 
cause our people to scramble for

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III should come, I expect to see, 
during the post-war years, letter 
postage at 25 cents, hair cuts at 
$5, and common labor at 100 per 
day.

Conditions in the United States 
will be tough for all who are now

okay. Just as the brains of man 
overcame the wild beasts, so the 
brains of the United States, Eng­ 
land and Western Europe should 
overcome the savages of Russia and 
elsewhere.

RFC: "Royal Fruit Cake 


The Senate Banking Subcommittee’s probe of 
“Influence” in Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
loans has brought out new demands for reorganizing 
or completely liquidating that agency. Sen. Kern (R., 
Mo.) introduced on March 5 a joint resolution for 
“termination of the plowers and succession” of the 
RFC. Calling the agency “this royal fruit cake,” Kern 
said a fundamental principle of American constitu­ 
tional government is that “control of the federal 
purse strings should remain firmly in the hands of 
the elected representatives of the people in the Con­ 
gress.” 
President Truman last year proposed to transfer 
the RFC to the Commerce Department, but the Senate 
vetoed the plan. At the same time Congress allowed 
a second Presidential plan, to shift the Federal Mort­ 
gage Association away from RFC to the Housing and 
Home Finance Agency, to go into effect. A new presi­ 
dential reorganization plan now awaiting action by 
Congress would put the RFC under a single admin­ 
istrator. 
The lending authority of the RFC was extended 
to June 30, 1954, with two additional years for liquida­ 
tion, by a bill approved May 25, 1948. Congress at that 
time placed a top limit of $1.5 billion on outstanding 
RFC loans and investments at any one time. 
Under earlier statutes the RFC would have ex­ 
pired on June 30,1947. On that day President Truman 
signed a bill giving the agency a one-year extension 
of life. but ordering the rapid liquidation of its out­ 
standing loans and security holdings and limiting 
new business to a total of $2 billion. The legislation 
provided also that no new loans could be made to 
foreign governments, to states, or on real estate. 
The RFC was originally established by Congress 
in 1932 to meet financial emergencies of that period. 
In May 1946 President Truman said it would probably 
continue as a “more or less permanent agency.” 
In March 1949 the Hoover Commission on Or­ 
ganization of the Executive Branch of the Govern­ 
ment recommended that the RFC, described as “ac­ 
countable to nobody,” be shifted to the Treasury 
Department. The Commission’s final report, made on 
April I. 1949, “strongly” recommended liquidation of 
the RFC and its replacement by “guarantees by the 
government operating through the Federal Reserve 
banks of loans to be made by commercial banks.” 
Three commissioners, among them Secretary of State 
Acheson, dissented. 
Founded at the request of President Hoover, the 
RFC’s original function was to shore up banks, rail­ 
roads. other institutions which needed new capital to 
weather the economic collapse of 1929-33. Even ad­ 
vances to states for relief purposes were made as 
loans. Under President Roosevelt the agency was 
given a more direct relief role. As R. W. Robey re­ 
ported in the Washington Post in December 1933: 
‘ Through pouring funds into the economic organiza­ 
tion at any legal available point, it has become a 
positive inflationary force.” 
In World War II 4he RFC loaned almost entirely 
to Allied governments and to defense industries. Under 
President Truman it has become concerned largely 
with small business. It now says that during the 
course of its operations, 90 per cent of RFC loans 
have been to small business (loans of less than $100,- 
000), about 51 per cent to companies wanting to bor­ 
row less than $25,000. 
In the last six months of 1950, of 1,579 business 
loans extended by the RFC. 1414 were for less than 
$100,000. More than half that total <841) were for 
$25,000 or less. Dollar-wise, however, big business loans 
predominated. Of the total of $140,987,000 lent to 
business, only $40,011,000 was accounted for by loans 
of $100,000 or less. 


Russia Still Imperialistic 
A radio “forum” recently asked its listeners what 
heading they would most like to read in the next 
day’s newspaper. A sizable number said something 
like this: “Russians Revolt—Overthrow Communism.” 
Many observers are convinced that a majority 
of the people of Russia would vote against commun­ 
ism in a free election. Nowhere in the world where 
the voting is by genuinely secret ballot has commun­ 
ism ever won a majority. 
But the men in the Kremlin know that, and they 
have gone to extremes in eliminating any chance of a 
successful uprising by force of arms. In a major war 
fought outside their own borders, they might have a 
powerful underground movement to cope with, but 
th at’s the maximum that could be expected. 
But if this imaginary headline did appear in to­ 
morrow’s newspapers, what would it portend? Russia 
might no longer be Communist, but that land would 
still be Russia. Russia before 1917 was an imperialist 
country, just as it is today. 
Russia has always been interested in controlling 
the Balkans, the Dardanelles, Manchuria. She has 
always shown concern about Korea, China, Japan. 
She has habitually been suspicious and uncooperative. 
Ambassador Bedell Smith, in Moscow after the 
war, found himself facing the same bad manners and 
conspiratorial unpleasantness reported by Neill S. 
Brown as minister to Russia in the 1850s. 
So it is safe to predict that if communism were 
overthrown for good in Russia, the U. S. would still 
have trouble with Russian imperialism. The task of 
containing Russia might be made easier if the Kremlin 
lost the support of Communist traitors in Washing­ 
ton, but the land of the steppes would still be a tough 
nut to crack. It is dangerous oversimplification to re­ 
gard communism alone as the enemy. 


The Great Deterrent 
The declaration by Dr. Vannevar Bush that the 
atomic bomb could destroy Russia is the most em­ 
phatic statement on the subject which has come from 
any qualified American. And Dr. Bush does speak with 
authority. During World War II he was director of 
the Office of Scientific Research and Development and 
as such was the leader of the 30,000 scientists whose 
coordinated work resulted in giving America this new 
military weapon. 
From the standpoint of America’! and Europe's 
security it was heartening to hare Dr. Bush speak as 
he did. But he also pointed out th at the condition 
which now gives this country so great an advantage 
over the potential enemy could not be depended upon 
to keep the peace indefinitely. Nor is it of itself the 
complete safeguard. 
The possibility always exists that the Soviet Union 
will learn all the secrets of atomic energy and be able 
to give them practical application. 


The United States has sent an ambassador to the 
court of Generalissimo Franco in Madrid. The checks 
will be going over later.

HE relationship between exer­ 
cise and obesity is a moot ques­ 
tion. 
Physicians 
in 
general 
agree that weight loss following 
running, 
jumping, 
bending, 
and. 
twisting* 
but the 
reduction 
is 
brought about chiefly by sweating. 
Any football or basketball player 
may part with IO pounds in this 
manner in a vigorous game. 
Exercise requires energy and it is 
conceivable that the individual who 
eats sparingly will lose more weight 
in the circumstances than one who 
consumes enough calories to make 
up—and more—for the energy that 
has been burned. On a low calorie 
diet, 
the exerciser 
will 
achieve 
greater success than the nonexer­ 
ciser. 
Does fat accumulate over 
a muscle that is being exercised? 
This is a debatable point even tho 
the 
theory is 
advocated widely 
among beauty experts who make it 
their business to slenderize hips 
and busts by this means. Some 
claim even better results by com­ 
bining physical exertion with mass­ 
age. The only answer we can give 
is that fat still settles over the 
jaw muscles even tho they are on 
the go in those who eat all the time. 


We do believe, however, that ex­ 
ercising the abdomen, legs, and pel­ 
vic girdle is important in obesity 
because it helps strengten the mus­ 
cles which affect posture. Often 
there is a shift in the distribution of 
fat leading to strain on the back 
and legs along with increasing re­ 
laxation of the muscles of the abdo- \ 
men. These conditions can be over­ 
come by keeping the muscles con­ 
cerned as strong as possible thru the 
“daily dozen”. But it is not easy to 
go through a routine of calesthenics 
every morning on getting up. Dis­ 
cipline is required to bend on the 
count of one, touch the toes 
on 
the count of two, and return 
to 
normal at three. This has been la­ 
beled 
humorously, “the 
bedroom 
j e r k s .” 
More titan a decade ago an Eng­ 
lishman described a method of ex­ 
ercising that could be done in work­ 
ing hours with out attracting atten­ 
tion. 
The plan was devised speci­ 
fically for “fatties” and the consti­ 
pated. It comprised a type of pro­ 
gressive resistance exercise capable 
of doubling the power of the normal 
muscles within four to six weeks. 


The individual pulls his abdomi­ 
nal wall in and out at least 50 to 
IOO times during the day. Meanwhile 
the diaphragm is given a workout 
by breathing five times in a row. 
Each expiration is slightly less than 
the inspiration, so that by the fifth 
inspiration, 
the 
chest 
cage 
is 
expanded and held highly. This 
amounts to taking a deep breath 
and holding it. The pelvic floor is 
exercised by alternately drawing up 
and relaxing the anus. This is im­ 
portant because the pelvic floor 
frequently is weakened in the obese, 
leading to constipation, rectal pro­ 
lapse, 
hemorrhoids, 
and 
urinary 
troubles. The fourth maneuver is 
most difficult to learn. It consists 
of moving the muscles along the 
sides of the abdomen by drawing 
the hip and lower ribs on one side. 
Furthermore, the head and body 
must be kept erect when walking to 
encourage the proper stance. 
Those who advocate these invi­ 
sible exercises recommend that they 
be done while traveling, waiting for 
a bus, or sitting at a desk or 
dinner the table. The secret is to do 
them so often they become habitual.

President Truman's Temperament Is Major Topic Abroad; Hasty Replies To Oral 


Questions Worry Europeans; Impact Of American Ways Noticeable In Greece

ATHENS — The chief subject 
every American is asked about, no 
matter what country he is travel­ 
ing in, is Harry Truman’s temper­ 
ament. Why, you are asked, does 
your president write so many let­ 
ters? Why does he call people so 
many nam es? Why does he make 
so many quick statements in press 
conferences? 
Few people in the United States 
realize how widely the President’s 
letter to Paul Hume, Washington 
music critic, was published—from 
London to the smaller cities of the 
Balkans. 
In Turkey some news­ 
papers, having heard that the Pre­ 
sident once hurled an uncomplimen­ 
tary epithet in my direction, got 
mixed up and thought the Hume 
letter had been written to me. 
Leaving personalities s t r i c t l y 
aside, however, the net effect of 
the President’s mercurial disposition 
is to give the rest of the world an 
impression of American unsteadi­ 
ness and a feeling that we are likely 
to fly off halfcocked. This applies to 
press conferences just as much as 
Presidential letter-writing, as two 
cases will illustrate. 
A couple of weeks ago, Mr. Tru­ 
man was asked at a press confer­ 
ence whether the United Nations 
forces in Korea would cross the 
38th Parallel. He replied that he was 


leaving this entirely up to General 
MacArthur. Now, it so happened 
that this was not true. But true 
or not, nothing he could have said 
could have injured our relations 
more with other UN nations, for 
several reasons. 
First, they feel important politi­ 
cal decisions of this kind involving 
further embroglio with China and 
Russia are not up to the Ameri­ 
can military commander but to the 
entire UN. Second, both the French 
and the British repeatedly urged, 
requested and begged us not to go 
above the 38th Parallel prior to 
MacArthur^ previous disastrous ad­ 
vance. Third, we are now demand­ 
ing that Europe rearm under an 
American ground commander, an 
American naval commander and air 
commander. 
Unfortunately, 
Mr. 
Truman’s hasty press conference 
statement makes them think twice 
about who would decide political 
matters regarding 
European 
de­ 
fense. 
The other Truman press confer­ 
ence boner was his famous state­ 
ment that we are considering drop­ 
ping the a-bomb on Korea which 
brought British Prime Minister Att­ 
lee hotfooting it to Washington.

J i MacArthur^ prediction of a 
I t stalemate in Korea, and the 
\ I news of another heavy Chi­ 
nese offensive, should be read in 
context with the planned indiscre­ 
tions of a Russian diplomat in this 
country. Neither the diplomat in 
question, nor the man he talked to, 
can be identified. But the diplo­ 
m at’s remarks are worth repeating. 
The Russian asserted at the out­ 
set that the only reason the “im­ 
perialist” forces had not been final­ 
ly defeated is that the Chinese do 
not have the necessary airpower 
and other modem weapons. In the 
last war, he said, the Soviet Union 
built a great air force and masses 
of weapons without outside techni­ 
cal assistance, and while the Nazis 
occupied key industrial areas in 
Russia. 
The Chinese had unlimited man­ 
power, and no part of China was 
occupied. Given “technical assist­ 
ance” from the Soviet Union, Chi­ 
nese deficiencies in airpower and 
modern weapons could in time— 
perhaps in a year or so—be reme­ 
died. Then the “imperialists” would 
be driven into the sea.

said 
flatly, neither the Russians nor the 
Chinese would entertain for an in­

Parallel or anywhere else. More­ 
over, if by some chance the “im­ 
perialist” forces again reached the 
Manchurian and Soviet Siberian 
border, or if the Americans attacked 
the Chinese mainland, the Soviet 
Union would be forced to intervene 
openly in the war. 


Base For Interpretation 


These remarks can be best in­ 
terpreted in the light of the Russian 
and Chinese roles in the Korean 
War. In the first place, it is now 
established, from documents cap­ 
tured in North Korea and from 
other evidence,t that plans for cap­ 
turing 
South * Korea 
were 
first 
agreed upon between Mao Tse-tung

and Stalin during Mao’s first mis­ 
sion to Moscow, in December 1949. 
From the first, Mao’s contribution 
was to be in manpower, accordingly, 
the Chinese armies began to con­ 
centrate in Manchuria well in ad­ 
vance of June 25th. The Fifth and 
Sixth North Korean armies, which 
formed the spearhead of the attack, 
were sent across the border. These 
armies were actually composed of 
Chinese nationals of Korean origin, 
who had trained and fought with 
the Chinese Red Army. The Soviet 
contribution consisted of weapons, 
including tanks and aircraft, for 
the Koreans (for which the North 
Korean government was charged 
full value). 
Meanwhile, the Chinese armies 
were kept in reserve in Manchuria, 
in case the plans miscarried. And 
the Kremlin, for its part, promised 
the Chinese to intervene with the 
Soviet Siberian air force if China 
itself were attacked. The plans of 
course did miscarry, and Mao, ful­ 
filling his part of the bargain, sent 
in his best Chinese troops. But it 
is a striking fact that since the 
Chinese intervention, the Chinese 
have been fighting almost bare­ 
handed, with none of the equipment 
which the Russians initially sup­ 
plied to the North Koreans. 
In view of the foregoing, a rea­ 
sonable interpretation of the Rus­ 
sian diplomat’s remarks is about 
as follows: 
Soviet Objectives 
First, it is the primary Soviet 
objective if possible to persuade 
this country and its allies that no 
settlement of the Korean War is 
possible, and that the war is there­ 
fore endless and hopeless. If the 
UN forces now withdraw, the Krem­ 
lin will have enjoyed a marvelously 
cheap victory. 
Yet if the UN forces do not with­ 
draw, and the Chinese are defeated, 
it is a secondary Soviet objective to 
make as certain as possible that the 
UN forces do not take action which 
would make it necessary for Stalin 
to Amor his bargain with China, 
and intervene openly. 
Finally, it is 
clear that the 
Russians are extraordinarily reluc­ 
tant so to strengthen the Chinese

Presidents Coolidge and Hoov­ 
er found it wiser to answer these 
only when handed in in writing, in 
advance, and this system of writ­ 
ten questions began through tho 
same kind of boner as that which 
Mr. Truman has occasionally been 
guilty of. 
During 
the Washington Arms 
Conference in 1921 President Hard­ 
ing, who then permitted oral ques­ 
tions, was asked whether the treaty 
banning fortifications applied to 
the Japanese mainland which, of 
course, included Japanese islands. 
He 
replied 
in 
the 
affirmative, 
whereupon the State Department 
had to rewTite the entire treaty to 
clarify this issue. After that Hard­ 
ing permitted only questions in 
writing. 


American Impact On Greece 
You don’t have to read the signs 
at the railroad stations to sense 
the difference between the Com­ 
munist 
and 
capitalist 
countries 
when you pass a border in Europe. 
The minute you get into Greece 
from 
Communist 
Jugoslavia Jt>u 
can tell the difference in a dozen 
different ways — the availability 
of taxicabs, the speed of doing bu­ 
siness, the vigor of the atmosphere. 
Part of this is due to American 
money 
and 
American 
methods, 
which have had a terrific impact 
on Greece during the last three 
years — Greece now rates as one 
of the most efficient countries in 
Europe. Gen. Reuben Jenkins, a 
former Georgia national guardsman, 
deserves great credit for training 
the Greek army into an aggressive, 
compact fighting force which could 
throw IO divisions into battle over­ 
night with IO more divisions avail­ 
able in a week.'.. .Greek airways 
now cover the country. Whereas it 
once 
took days 
to get around 
Greece by boat, airplanes now reach 
almost every corner in a matter 
of hours. 
Much of this enterprise 
is due to American aid and en­ 
couragement. 
U. 
S. 
Ambassador 
Jack Peurifoy had a lot to do with 
persuading the Greek government to 
open its border to Jugoslavia at 
Salonika, thus permitting Ameri­ 
can food shipments to enter by the 
shortest route. I was on the first 
train from Greece into Jugoslavia 
carrying American food, marking a 
new milestone in Jugoslav-Greek 
friendship.1 Most people wouldn’t 
realize the significance of this first 
pioneer train unless they remember­ 
ed that, only brief months ago, Ju­ 
goslavia was still the chief source 
of arms for Communist guerrillas 
which had kept Greece in a state 
of bloody revolt for three years. In 
contrast, Jugoslav officials, with 
U. S. Ambassador George Allen, 
came from Belgrade to the Greek 
border to participate in a friendly 
ceremony with Greek officials and 
the U. S. consul at Salonika, Glenn 
Abbey— The greatest contribution 
to people-to-people friendship in 
the Near East over a long period of 
years has been supplied by Roberts 
College in Istanbul and the Ameri­ 
can Farm School in Salonika, un­ 
der Charles House. Both have turn­ 
ed out thousands of youngsters who 
not only have improved their own 
country but have strengthened the 
friendship 
between 
the 
United 
States, Greece and Turkey. W hen­ 
ever you go in the Near East, you 
bump into Roberts College gradua­ 
tes who are working for this better 
understanding.

The Missing Link

N ALL THE excitement about 
Europe, with such voluminous 
and expert testimony about how 
many divisions we must send to 
defend the Rhine and other tour­ 
istic rivers, little or nothing is being 
said 
about 
Central 
or

America. 
It would seem that this is the 
missing link in our policy. These 
two American continents are joined 
together in an association of mutual 
self-interest which makes for a 
natural alliance. Besides, we are, 
with increasing rapidity, recogniz­ 
ing that with the probable excep­ 
tion of diamonds, the American 
continents can provide all essential 
minerals and metals necessary for 
our production and defense. In fact, 
with sensible capital, investments, 
the American continents could sup­ 
ply all the raw materials essential 
to our well-being. 


Yet, so strong is the European 
tradition among us that we 
plunge into constantly more ex­ 
pensive adventures on the con- 
tinent of Europe, while 
we 
ignore 
altogether 
the 
great 
riches on the American conti­ 
nents.

committee, for the Governor seems 
to have forgotten the resources and 
reserves of Brazil and Chile in his 
excitement Over how many divisions 
General Eisenhower requires, some­ 
thing about which General Eisen­ 
hower has been discreetly silent. 
Herbert Hoover, who has always 
been a mining engineer and a 
metallurgist, who wrote a classical 
textbook on the subject and trans­ 
lated another from the Latin, con­ 
tested Governor Dewey’s worries in 
the following language: 
“I 
presume 
Governor 
Dewey’s 
statement was made in reply to one 
of mine, and Governor Dewey limit­ 
ed his statement to continental 
United States. I said that it is 
possible, by proper economic policy, 
to develop all of the necessary and 
critical raw materials in the West­ 
ern Hemisphere. I include the whole 
hemisphere, and not the United 
States alone , . . 


“Now% supplies of many of 
these critical commodities are'a 
matter of price. For instance, if 
there was a sufficient price, and 
I do not think that it is a very 
much larger price, probably five 
cents a pound in the present 
buying power of money, this 
country could produce all of the 
zinc and all the lead, and the 
Western Hemisphere could pro­ 
duce all of the copper that it 
would require. As to uranium 


supplies they would be more 
costly, if we had to get them out 
of 
the Western Hemisphere. 
There is also cobalt and chromi­ 
um and there are aluminum 
ores. They are all possible at a 
sufficient price. 
So that the 
argument does not ran in full. 
It only runs to the expendi­ 
tures.” 


So, I looked up a few facts: 
Antimony 
ore 
is available in 
Chile, Bolivia, Peru, Honduras, th | 
United States and Mexico. 
Bauxite, from which aluminum is 
made, 
is 
available 
in 
British 
Guiana, Curacao, Jamaica, Surinam 
and the United States. 
Chrome ore is found in the United 
States and Canada, the Philippines 
and Cuba. 
Cobalt ore is found in the United 
States and Canada. 
Copper is found in Chile, Peru 
and Ecuador, the United States, 
Canada and Mexico. 
Lead ore comes from the United 
States, Chile, Bolivia, Peru, Ecuador, 
Canada, Mexico and Newfoundland. 
Manganese is found in the United 
States and Mexico, but more in 
Brazil, Chile and Cuba. 
Petroleum comes from the United 
States, Mexico, Venezuela and Co­ 
lombia. 
Tin ore comes to us in vast 
quantities from Bolivia. There is 
also tin ore in Brazil and Bhile. 
Much is said about the lack of 
tungsten. 
Argentina, Brazil, the 
United States, Canada, Mexico, Bo­ 
livia and Peru supply tungsten. 
Vanadium comes from Peru and 
the United States. 
Zinc comes from the Argentine, 
Bolivia, Peru, the United States, 
Canada and Mexico. 


This is neither a complete list 
of metals nor a complete list 
of what is available on the 
American continents. It is a 
sample to cut sharply into the 
argument that these two great 
continents, which for centuries 
have been regarded as nature’s 
treasure house, have suddenly 
become Old Mother Hubbard’s 
cupboard merely to establish a 
political argument. Brazil alone, 
with adequate capital invest­ 
ment and engineering skill, can 
show the politician that it is not 
necessary to kill American boys 
to get metals. 


As for uranium, there is ample 
on the American continent and 
everybody knows it, including Joe 
Stalin—and the Geiger counters ar# 
chasing each other to find samples. 
If we think of the American 
continents more, and devote our­ 
selves to cultivating the good will of 
our Latin neighbors, we will be 
shewing some common sense.

The less the dollar becomes 
worth, the more these reserves will 
be worth. 
With these blessings you surely 
will also wan! a home. If you have 
none and have the funds, buy one 
now. When you buy commodities for 
less than they can be produced, or 
buy land for less than it can be 
cleared, or buy a house for less than 
it can be built, all for your own use, 
you are sure to make money. Some 
day people will see the light and 
switch some of their bank accounts, 
which may constantly become of 
less value, into 
good 
land 
and 
houses. Remember there are over 
two hundred billions of dollars al­ 
most idle in bank accounts or dis­ 
posable 
government 
bonds which 
could be spent for better homes. 
What About World War III? 
Only Mr. Stalin knows whether 
World War III will start in 1951. 
His present policy seems to be to 
scare us, with violent propaganda, 
to spend hundreds of billions more 
on armaments and thereby force 
serious

upon us. Russia may believe that

is to make it non­ 
profitable. If so, this surely will

Not being 
satisfied with what they now have 
and hating to pay taxes, I fear they 
will force the government to print 
more paper money and issue more 
bonds. As a result, if World War 
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III should come, I expect to see, 
during the post-war years, letter 
postage at 25 cents, hair cuts at 
$5, and common labor at IOO per 
day.

Conditions in the United States 
will be tough for all Tho are now 
living on their money; but those 
with 
character, 
education, 
and 
energy to work will come through 
okay. Just as the brains of man 
overcame the wild beasts, so the 
brains of the United States, Eng­ 
land and Western Europe should 
overcome the savages of Russia and 
elsewhere. 
Their

but we have nothing to fear if we 
continue to build up our health, our 
intelligence, and put our money into 
real property instead of depending 
upon paper profits or perhaps even 
bank books.

When the designs for the pro­ 
posed new Central High School be­ 
come reality, Lonaconing will boast 
OM of America’s most modern and 
functional schools. 
That Is the belief of S. Rubs Min­ 
ter, Cumberland architect, who has 
desJBS Rte plans for tills new build­ 


ing, which may cost in the neigh­ 
borhood of $1,500,000. 
In the first place, the architect 
explains, 
the 
visualized 
Central 
High School will be completely fire­ 
proof. It will be made of reinforced 
concrete which will not burn. 
Many Glass Blocks 
Although the exterior walls will 
be of brick construction, there will 


be extensive use of glass blocks to 
allow more light to penetrate into 
the building. 
The building, as proposed in Min­ 
ter’s drawings, will have ribbon- 
type windows and almost the entire 
wall surface above these windows 
will be in glass block. 
Most of the classroom portion of 
the building for junior and senior 


high school pupils will be two stories 
high. One-story sections will include 
the manual training shop, the cafe­ 
teria, the library, music room, gym­ 
nasium and locker room and the 
auditorium. 
Also in the one-story portion of 
the planned school is a small cor­ 
rective gymnasium, for boys and 
girls with physical defects. Minter 


said that the Mt. Savage School, 
now nearing completion, also will 
be equipped with a corrective gym­ 
nasium. 
Minter called attention to the fact 
that in general, Mt. Savage and 
Central will offer similar modern 
features. 
Designs Differ 
The big difference between the!) 


two new schools is that their func­ 
tional designs will be different. In 
the first place Mt. Savage School 
was designed for ail 12 grades 
whereas Central will take care of 
only the last six years, the junior 
and senior high school levels. 
Mt. Savage School is a shell-type 
design. One shell will house the 
tudor and senior high school aaa- 


tions and the other the elementary 
grades. The two shells both con­ 
nect with the gymnasium, auditor­ 
ium and cafeteria, but pupils from 
the two shells will not have to walk 
through the opposite shells.

The lending authority of the RFC was extended 
to June 30.1954. with two additional years for liquida­ 
tion, by a bill approved May 25,1943. Congress at th a t 
time placed a top lim it of SI.5 billion on outstanding 
RFC loans and investments at any one time. 
Under earlier statutes the RFC would have ex­ 
pired on June 30. 1947. On th at day President Trum an 
signed a bill giving the agency a one-year extension 
of life. but ordering the rapid liquidation of its out­ 
standing loans and security holdings and limiting 
new business to a total of S2 billion. The legislation 
provided also th a t no new loans could be made to 
foreign governments, to states, or on real estate. 
The RFC was originally established by Congress 
in 1932 to meet financial emergencies of th a t period. 
In May 1946 President Trum an said it would probably 
continue as a “more or less perm anent agency.” 
In March 1949 the Hoover Commission on Or­ 
ganization of the Executive Branch of the Govern­ 
m ent recommended that the RFC. described as “ac­ 
countable to nobody” be shifted to the Treasury 
Departm ent. The Commission’s final report, made on 
April I, 1949, “strongly” recommended liquidation of 
replacement by “guarantees by the 
ating through the Federal Reserve 
to be made by commercial banks.” 
lers, among them Secretary of State 
Acheson, dissented. 
Founded at the request of President Hoover, the 
RFC's original function was to shore up banks, rail­ 
roads. other institutions which needed new capital to 
weather the economic collapse of 1929-33. Even ad­ 
vances to states for relief purposes were made as 
loans. 
Under President Roosevelt the agency was 
given a more direct relief role. As R. TV. Robey re­ 
ported in the W ashington Post in December 1933: 
Through pouring funds into the economic organiza­ 
tion at any legal available point, It has become a 
positive inflationary force.** 
In World W ar II the RFC loaned almost entirely 
to Allied governments and to defense industries. Under 
President Trum an it has become concerned largely 
with small business. It now says th a t during the 
course of its operations, 90 per cent of RFC loans 
have been to small business (loans of less than $100,- 
000). about 51 per cent to companies wanting to bor­ 
row less than $25,000. 
In the last six m onths of 1950. of 1,579 business 
loans extended by the RFC, 1414 were for less than 
$100,000, More than half th a t total (841) were for 
$25,000 or less. Dollar-wise, however. big business loans 
predominated. Of the total of $140,987,000 lent to 
business, only $40,011,000 was accounted for by loans 
of $100,000 or less. 


Russia Still Imperialistic 


A radio “forum” recently asked its listeners w hat 
headline they would most like to read in the next 
day’s newspaper. A sizable number said something 
like this: “Russians Revolt—Overthrow7 Communism.” 
Many observers are convinced th a t a m ajority 
of the people of Russia would vote against commun­ 
ism in a free election. Nowhere in the world where 
the voting is by genuinely secret ballot has commun­ 
ism ever won a majority. 
But the men in the Kremlin know that, and they 
have gone to extremes in eliminating any chance of a 
successful uprising by force of arms. In a m ajor war 
fought outside their own borders, they m ight have a 
powerful underground movement to cope with, but 
th a t’s the maximum 
could be expected. 
Bu* 
new sp 
aginary headline did appear in to- 
ers. w h a t would It portend? Russia 
ie Communist, but th a t land would 
still be Russia. Russia before 1917 was an imperialist 
country, just as it Is today. 
Russia has always been interested in controlling 
the Balkans, the Dardanelles, Manchuria. She has 
always showm concern about Korea, China, Japan. 
She has habitually been suspicious and uncooperative. 
Ambassador Bedell Smith, In Moscow7 after the 
war, found himself facing the same bad m anners and 
conspiratorial unpleasantness reported by Neill S. 
Brown as m inister to Russia in the 1850s. 
So It is safe to predict th a t if communism were 
overthrown for good in Russia, the U. S. would still 
have trouble with Russian imperialism. The task of 
containing Russia might be made easier if the Kremlin 
lost the support of Communist traitors in W ashing­ 
ton, but the land of the steppes would still be a tough 
n u t to crack. It is dangerous oversimplification to re­ 
gard communism alone as the enemy. 


The Great Deterrent 
The declaration by Dr. Vannevar Bush th a t the 
atomic bomb could destroy Russia is the most em ­ 
phatic statem ent on the subject which has come from 
any qualified American. And Dr. Bush does speak with 
authority. During World War II he was director of 
the Office of Scientific Research and Development and 
as such was the leader of the 30,000 scientists w?hose 
coordinated work resulted in giving America this new 
m ilitary weapon. 
From the standpoint of America* and Europe’s 
security it was heartening to hare Dr. Bush speak as 
he did. But he also pointed out th a t the condition 
which now gives this country so great an advantage 
over the potential enemy could not be depended upon 
to keep the peace indefinitely. Nor is it of itself the 
complete safeguard. 
The possibility always exists th a t the Soviet Union 
will learn all the secrets of atomic energy and be able 
to give them practical application.

HE relationship between exer­ 
cise and obesity is a moot ques­ 
tion. 
Physicians 
in 
general 
agree that weight loss following 
running, 
jumping, 
bending, 
and. 
twisting 
but the 
reduction 
is 
brought about chiefly by sweating. 
Any football or basketball player 
may part with IO pounds in this 
m anner in a vigorous game. 
Exercise requires energy and it is 
conceivable that the individual who 
eats sparingly will lose more weight 
in the circumstances than one who 
consumes enough calories to make 
up—and more—for the energy th at 
has been burned. On a low calorie 
aiel, 
the 
exerciser 
will 
achieve 
greater success than the nonexer­ 
ciser. 
Does fat accumulate over 
a muscle th at is being exercised? 
n ils is a debatable point even tho 
the 
theory 
is 
advocated 
widely 
among beauty experts who make it 
their business to slenderize hips 
and busts by this means. Some 
claim even better results by com­ 
bining physical exertion with mass­ 
age. Tile only answer we can give 
is that fat still settles over the 
jaw’ muscles even tho they are on 
the go in those who eat all the time. 


We do believe, however, th at ex­ 
ercising the abdomen, legs, and pel­ 
vic girdle is im portant in obesity 
because it helps strengten the mus­ 
cles which affect posture. Often 
there is a shift in the distribution of 
fat leading to strain on the back 
and legs along with increasing re­ 
laxation of the muscles of the abdo­ 
men. These conditions can be over­ 
come by keeping the muscles con­ 
cerned as strong as possible thru the 
“daily dozen”. But it is not easy to 
go through a routine of calesthenics 
every morning on getting up. Dis­ 
cipline is required to bend on the 
count of one. touch the toes 
on 
the count of two, and return 
to 
normal at three. This has been la­ 
beled 
humorously, 
“the 
bedroom 
jerks.” 
More than a decade ago an Eng­ 
lishman described a method of ex­ 
ercising th at could be done in work­ 
ing hours with out attracting atten­ 
tion. 
The plan was devised speci­ 
fically for “fatties” and the consti­ 
pated. It comprised a type of pro­ 
gressive resistance exercise capable 
of doubling the power of the normal 
muscles within four to six weeks. 


The individual pulls his abdomi­ 
nal wall in and out at least 50 to 
IOO times during the day. Meanwhile 
the diaphragm is given a workout 
by breathing five times in a row. 
Each expiration is slightly less than 
the inspiration, so th a t by the fifth 
inspiration, 
the 
chest 
cage 
is 
expanded and held highly. This 
amounts to taking a deep breath 
and holding it. The pelvic floor is 
exercised by alternately drawing up 
and relaxing the anus. This is im­ 
portant because the pelvic floor 
frequently is weakened in the obese, 
leading to constipation, rectal pro­ 
lapse. 
hemorrhoids, 
and 
urinary 
trouble,. The fourth maneuver is 
most difficult to learn. It consists 
of moving the muscles along the 
sides of the abdomen by drawing 
the hip and lower ribs on one side. 
Furthermore, the head and body 
must be kept erect when walking to 
encourage the proper stance. 
Those who advocate these invi­ 
sible exercises recommend th at they 
be done while {raveling, waiting for 
a bus, or sitting at a desk or 
dinner the table. The secret is to do 
them so often they become habitual.

Few people in tile United States 
realize how widely the President’s 
letter to Paul Hume. W ashington 
music critic, was published—from 
London to the smaller cities of the 
Balkans. 
In Turkey some news­ 
papers, having heard th at the Pre­ 
sident once hurled an uncomplimen­ 
tary epithet in my direction, got 
mixed up and thought the Hume 
letter had been written to me. 
Leaving personalities s t r i c t l y 
aside, however, the net effect of 
the President’s mercurial disposition 
is to give the rest of the world un 
impression of American unsteadi­ 
ness and a feeling that we are likely 
to fly off halfcocked. This applies to 
press conferences just as much as 
Presidential letter-writing, as two 
cases will illustrate. 
A couple of weeks ago, Mr. T ru­ 
m an was asked at a press confer­ 
ence whether the United Nations 
forces in Korea would cross the 
38th Parallel. He replied that he was 


leaving this entirely up to General 
MacArthur. Now7, it so happened 
that tins was not true. But true 
or not, nothing he could have said 
could have injured our relations 
more with other UN nations, for 
several reasons. 
First, they feel im portant politi­ 
cal decisions of this kind involving 
further embroglio with China and 
Russia are not up to the Ameri­ 
can m ilitary commander but to the 
entire UN. Second, both the French 
and tile British repeatedly urged, 
requested and begged us not to go 
above the 38th Parallel prior to 
M acArthur^ previous disastrous ad­ 
vance. Third, we are now dem and­ 
ing th at Europe rearm under an 
American ground commander, an 
American naval commander and air 
commander. 
Unfortunately, 
Mr. 
T rum an’s hasty press conference 
statem ent makes them think twice 
about who would decide political

nese offensive, should be read in 
context with the planned indiscre­ 
tions of a Russian diplomat in this 
country. Neither the diplomat in 
question, nor the man he talked to, 
can be identified. But the diplo­ 
m at’s remarks are worth repeating. 
The Russian asserted a t the out­ 
set th at the only reason the “im­ 
perialist” forces had not been final­ 
ly defeated is th a t the Chinese do 
not have the necessary airpower 
and other modern weapons. In the 
last war, he said, the Soviet Union 
built a great air force and masses 
of weapons without outside techni­ 
cal assistance, and while the Nazis 
occupied key industrial areas in 
Russia. 
The Chinese had unlimited m an­ 
power, and no part of China was 
occupied. Given “technical assist­ 
ance” from the Soviet Union, Chi­ 
nese deficiencies in airpower and 
modern weapons could in time— 
perhaps in a year or so—be reme­ 
died. Then the “imperialists” would 
be driven into the sea. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
diplomat 
said 
flatly, neither the Russians nor the 
Chinese would entertain for an in­ 
stant any proposal for a settlem ent 
which permitted the Americans to 
remain 
in 
Korea, 
at 
the 
38th 
Parallel or anywhere else. More­ 
over, if by some chance the “im­ 
perialist” forces again reached the 
M anchurian and Soviet Siberian 
border, or if the Americans attacked 
the Chinese mainland, the Soviet 
Union would be forced to intervene 
openly in the war. 


Base For Interpretation 


These remarks can be best in­ 
terpreted in the light of the Russian 
and Chinese roles in the Korean 
War. In the first place, it is now 
established, from documents cap­ 
tured in North Korea and from 
other evidence, th at plans for cap­ 
turing 
South 
Korea 
were 
first 
agreed upon between Mao Tse-tung

and Stalin during Mao’s first mis­ 
sion to Moscow, in December 1949. 
From the first, Mao’s contribution 
was to be in manpower, accordingly, 
the Chinese armies began to con­ 
centrate in M anchuria well in ad­ 
vance of June 25th. The Fifth and 
Sixth North Korean armies, which 
formed the spearhead of the attack, 
were sent across the border. These 
armies were actually composed of 
Chinese nationals of Korean origin, 
who had trained and fought with 
the Chinese Red Army. The Soviet 
contribution consisted of weapons, 
including tanks and aircraft, for 
the Koreans (for which the North 
Korean government was charged 
full value). 
Meanwhile, the Chinese armies 
were kept in reserve in M anchuria, 
in case the plans miscarried. And 
the Kremlin, for its part, promised 
the Chinese to intervene with the 
Soviet Siberian air force if China 
itself were attacked. The plans of 
course did miscarry, and Mao, ful­ 
filling his part of the bargain, sent 
in his best Chinese troops. But it 
is a striking fact th at since the 
Chinese intervention, the Chinese 
have been fighting almost bare­ 
handed, with none of the equipment 
which the Russians initially sup­ 
plied to the North Koreans. 
In view7 of the foregoing, a rea­ 
sonable interpretation of the Rus­ 
sian diplomat’s remarks is about 
as follows: 
Soviet Objectives 
Fir.-^t, it is the primary Soviet 
objective if possible to persuade 
this country and its allies th at no 
settlem ent of the Korean War is 
possible, and th at the war is there­ 
fore endless and hopeless. If the 
UN forces now withdraw, the Krem­ 
lin will have enjoyed a marvelously 
cheap victory. 
Yet if the UN forces do not with­ 
draw, and the Chinese are defeated, 
it is a secondary Soviet objective to 
make as certain as possible th at the 
UN forces do not take action w’hich 
would make it necessary for Stalin 
to ifonor his bargain with China, 
and intervene openly. 
Finally, 
it 
is 
clear 
th at 
the 
Russians are extraordinarily reluc­ 
tant so to strengthen the Chinese

questions a t press conferences and 
th a t it is only a m an of extraordi­ 
nary versatility, such as Franklin 
Roosevelt was, who can get away 
with it. Every week, as 200 news­ 
men face the President, they come 
armed with questions which either 
they or their editors have concoct­ 
ed on a score of difficult, sometimes 
intricate, 
problems. 
Some 
are 
friendly, some are cauculated to em­ 
barrass, some merely want inform a­ 
tion. Presidents Coolidge and Hoov­ 
er found it wiser to answer these 
only when handed in in writing, in 
advance, and this system of w rit­ 
ten questions began through the 
same kind of boner as th at which 
Mr. Trum an has occasionally been 
guilty of.

Conference in 1921 President H ard­ 
ing. who then permitted oral ques­ 
tions, was asked whether the treaty 
banning fortifications applied to 
the Japanese mainland which, of 
course, included Japanese islands.

whereupon the State Departm ent 
had to rewrite the entire treaty to 
clarify this issue. After th at H ard­ 
ing permitted only questions in 
writing. 


American Im pact On Greece 
You don’t have to read the signs 
at the railroad stations to sense 
the difference between the Com­ 
m unist 
and 
capitalist 
countries 
when you pass a border in Europe. 
The m inute you get into Greece 
from 
Communist 
Jugoslavia 
can tell the difference in a dozen 
different ways — the availability 
of taxicabs, the speed of doing bu­ 
siness, the vigor of the atmosphere. 
P art of this is due to American 
money 
and 
American 
methods, 
which have had a terrific impact 
on Greece during the last three 
years — Greece now7 rates as one 
of the most efficient countries in 
Europe. Gen. Reuben Jenkins, a 
former Georgia national guardsman, 
deserves great credit for training 
the Greek army into an aggressive, 
compact fighting force which could 
throw IO divisions into battle over­ 
night with IO more divisions avail­ 
able in a week A. .Greek airways 
now cover the country. Whereas it 
once 
took 
days 
to 
get 
around 
Greece by boat, airplanes new reach 
almost every corner in a m atter 
of hours. 
Much of this enterprise 
is due to American aid and en­ 
couragement. 
U. 
S. 
Ambassador 
Jack Peurifoy had a lot to do with 
persuading the Greek government to 
open its border to Jugoslavia at 
Salonika, thus permitting Ameri­ 
can food shipments to enter by the 
shortest route. I was on the first 
train from Greece into Jugoslavia 
carrying American food, marking a 
new milestone in Jugoslav-Greek 
friendship. Most people wouldn’t 
realize the significance of this first 
pioneer train unless they remember­ 
ed that, only brief months ago, Ju ­ 
goslavia was still the chief source 
of arms for Communist guerrillas 
which had kept Greece in a state 
of bloody revolt for three years. In 
contrast. 
Jugoslav officials, 
with 
U. S. Ambassador George Allen, 
came from Belgrade to the Greek 
border to participate in a friendly 
ceremony with Greek officials and 
the U. S. consul at Salonika, Glenn 
Abbey — The greatest contribution 
to people-to-people friendship in 
the Near East over a long period of 
years has been supplied by Roberts 
College in Istanbul and the Ameri­ 
can Farm School in Salonika, un­ 
der Charles House. Both have turn­

Herbert Hoover, who has always 
been 
a 
mining engineer and a 
metallurgist, who wrote a classical 
textbook on the subject and trans­ 
lated another from the Latin, con­ 
tested Governor Dewey’s worries in 
the following language: 
“I 
presume 
Governor 
Dewey’s 
statem ent w’as made in reply to one 
of mine, and Governor Dewey limit­ 
ed his statem ent to continental 
United States. 
I said th at it is 
possible, by proper economic policy, 
to develop all of the necessary and 
critical raw m aterials in the West­ 
ern Hemisphere. I include the whole 
hemisphere, and not the United 
States alone . . . 


“Now, supplies of many of 
these critical commodities areM 
m atter of price. For instance, if 
there was a sufficient price, and 
I do not think that it is a very 
much larger price, probably five 
cents a pound in the present 
buying power of money, this 
country could produce all of the 
zinc and all the lead. and the 
Western Hemisphere could pro­ 
duce all of the copper that it 
would require, As to uranium 


supplies they wouid be more 
costly, if we had to get them out 
of 
the 
Western 
Hemisphere. 
There is also cobalt and chromi­ 
um and there are aluminum 
ores. They are all possible at a 
sufficient price. 
So that the 
argument does not run in full. 
It only runs to the expendi­ 
tures.”

Bauxite, from which aluminum is 
made,

States and Canada, the Philippines 
and Cuba. 
Cobalt ore is found in the United 
States and Canada. 
Copper is found in Chile, Peru 
and Ecuador, tile United States, 
Canada and Mexico. 
Lead ore comes from the United 
States, Chile, Bolivia, Peru. Ecuador, 
Canada, Mexico and Newfoundland. 
Manganese is found in the United 
States and Mexico, but more in 
Brazil, Chile and Cuba. 
Petroleum comes from the United 
States, Mexico, Venezuela and Co­ 
lombia. 
Tin ore comes to us in vast 
quantities from Bolivia. There is 
also tin ore in Brazil and billie. 
Much is said about the lack of 
tungsten. 
Argentina, Brazil, the 
United States, Canada, Mexico, Bo­ 
livia and Peru supply tungsten. 
Vanadium comes from Peru and 
the United States. 
Zinc comes from the Argentine, 
Bolivia, Peru, the United States, 
Canada and Mexico. 


This is neither a complete list 
of metals nor a complete list 
of what is available on the 
American continents. 
It is a 
sample to cut sharply into the 
argument th at these two great 
continents, which for centuries 
have been regarded as nature’s 
treasure house, have suddenly 
become Old Mother Hubbard’s 
cupboard merely to establish a 
political argument. Brazil alone, 
with adequate capital invest­ 
ment and engineering skill, can 
show the politician th at it is not 
necessary to kill American boys 
to get metals. 


As for uranium, there is ample 
on the American continent and 
everybody knows it, including Joe 
Stalin—and the Geiger counters are 
chasing each other to find samples, 
If we think of the American 
continents more, and devote our­ 
selves to cultivating the good will of 
our Latin neighbors, we will be 
showing some common sense.

These are the 
best hedges against long-term in­ 
flation. The less the dollar becomes 
worth, the more these reserves will 
be worth.

When you buy commodities for 
less than they can be produced, or 
buy land for less than it can be 
cleared, or buy a house for less than 
it can be built, all for your own use, 
you are sure to make money.
